Board Claims That 1946 Assess¬ 
ment Has Already Been . Set and 
Requisitions Sent Out. 

During the past few weeks Cole¬ 
man School Board and a wage 
schedule committee representing 
the local school teachers have met 
in conference to discuss a new 
wage agreement which had been 
drafted by the teachers. 

The Board studied the new wage 
schedule and went as far as meet¬ 
ing the Blairmore school board on 
the matter, the latter board having 
had the same schedule presented 
by their teachers. 

Chairman George Evans, in a 
statement to The Journal on Tues¬ 
day evening, stated that as far as 
hi s board was concerned no action 
could be taken this year on the 
new wage schedule. The budget for 
1946 had been drafted and requisi¬ 
tions had already been gent out to 
the town council and provincial 
government. To grant the wage 
boosts asked would mean that an 
additional $11,000 would have to be 
added to the school budget. While 
his board was not prepared to act 
on the schedule this year it was 
quite possible that something could 
be done at the beginning of 1947 
prior to the budget being drafted. 

Here is the present wage sched¬ 
ule and that sought by the teach- 
rs in the proposed new schedule: 

At the present time Elementary 
teachers start at $1,080 and are 
given an annual $50 raise until 
the maximum of $1,300 has been 
reached. The Intermediate teachers 
at present start wih $1,200 and are 
given a yearly raise of $50 until 
the $1,400 maximum has been 
reached, plus living bonus of $140 


per year. 

The new schedule seeks to com¬ 
bine both Elementary and Inter¬ 
mediate teachers. It asks that 
wages start at $1,300 and the same 
yearly raise be granted) until a 
maximum of $1,800 has been 
reached. 

The present High School schedule 
calls for teachers starting at $1,600 
and receiving a $50 raise per year 
until the maximum of $1,800 has 
been reached, plus living bonus of 
$140 per year. 

The new schedule seeks to have 
High School teachers' start at 
$1,700 and increase to the maxi¬ 
mum of $2,400. 

The Principal's salary is at pres¬ 
ent $2,550, plus $140 living bonus. 
The new schedule seeks to raise it 
to $2,800. 

The present schedule for Vice- 
Principal calls for him to start at 
$1,800, with a boost of $100 the 
second year, to reach the maximum 
of $1,900. The new schedule seeks 
to have the starting salary at 
$1,900, and be increased yearly 
until the maximum of $2,600 is 
reached. 

Other principals’ salaries call for 
the present payment of $1,395 to 
start, increasing so much per year 
until the maxmum of $1,470 has 
been reached. Thle new schedule 
seeks a straight $2,000 salary. 

In addition to the specific salary 
schedule it is asked that teachers 
possessing university degrees be 
granted an additional $200 per 
year. 

Teachers in Elementary or Inter¬ 
mediate grades having an extra 
certificate in use be granted $30 
per option.

IN VIEW OF THE PRESENT critical world food shortage, this year’s j 
harvest takes on the greatest importance, for upon its success or failure I 
depend many thousands of human lives. So far, Canada’s record in meet¬ 
ing commitments for sending food abroad has been satisfactory, but in 
meeting these commitments the usual food reserves, and especially reserves 
of wheat have been considerably depleted. A great deal will depend on the 
results of Canada's grain harvest this year, and interest in crop prospects 
will be much greater than usual, both here and abroad. Crop failures last 
year in Europe and some other parts of the world are partly responsible 
for the present desperate food situation and any factor which may contri¬ 
bute to a poor harvest this year will be viewed with concern in all quarters. 


Mr. Churchill’s Plea Is Not Likely To 
Be Answered 

Mr. Churchill's plea for a "United 
States of Europe”—a doctrine preach¬ 
ed by the late Aristide Briand—is not 
likely to he answered in our time. 
Man has come a long way from the 
age of tribal chief; he has not yet 
reached the stage where races, na¬ 
tionalities, castes and creeds can be 
merged into a political whole. 

The United States is often pointed 
to as an example of what is possible 
j in the way of unity. But union in 
j the United States—it once had to be 
I preserved at the cost of a frightful 
[ civil war- was achieved through the 
powerful cement of a common lang¬ 
uage, through people with basic be¬ 
liefs in common institutions. There 
is no such cement in Europe, with its 
multiplicity of languages, its racial 
animosities rooted in centuries,, its 
conflicting political ideas. 

Mr. Churchill's ideal does credit to 
his heart; preached by one with a 
I deep sense of history, it also chal- 
I lenges thought. Yet it is not possible 
to look over the world today, with all 
with wrath, and hold that the ideal 
will be realized in our day. A cen¬ 
tury hence, perhaps, it will be differ¬ 
ent, with men understanding that 
only by forgetting things that came 
out of the cave can civilization go 
on; for the moment the best of unity 
within our reach would seem to be 
the United Nations, puny though 
that institution is showing itself to 
be.—St. Catharines Standard.

Cable” Guided Ships Into 


Instituted In Britain And Appears 
To Be A Success 
A good deal has been Aeard re¬ 
cently about special fil$s Ifor chil¬ 
dren. In Britain a children’s theatre 
has been instituted, and so far 
promises to be a great success. The 
scheme has the blessing of the Lon¬ 
don County Council Education Com¬ 
mittee, and the plays are produced by 
the Glyndebourne Company, who be¬ 
fore the war ran a flourishing little 
opera company at Glyndebourne, 
about 60 miles from London. The first 
production, about three months ago, 
was a dramatization of Great Expec¬ 
tations, by Charles Dickens. This 
was shown twice daily, at 10 a.m. 
and at 2 p.m. at Toynbee Hall in the 
East End of London for a period of 
six weeks; now the company is on 
tour through Britain with it for a 
season of 15 weeks. In the words of 
its managing director, the company 
provides the show and education 
authorities provide the audience. 
Parties of schoolchildren—about 20 
to a teacher—go, free, in school 
hours.

Harbor In Stormy Weather 

Another wartime secret has been 
disclosed—a “leader cable” to guide 
ships home. 

It consisted of a single-core in¬ 
sulated cable laid on the sea bed 
which shipping was intended to fol¬ 
low. Low frequency alternating cur* 
rent was fed through the cable from 
shore. The current generated a 
magnetic field in and above the sea 
which would be detected by surface 
ships fitted with suitable apparatus. 

From the nature of the signals it 
was possible to work out the position 
qf the ship in relation to the cable 
and thus make any steering correc¬ 
tions necessary to keep the ship on a 
course directly above the cable. 

It aided ships moving into harbors 
in thick weather.

Because agriculture is probably Can¬ 
ada’s greatest basic industry the results of the harvest have always been 
a subject of wide interest, but from the point of view of human needs 
the 1946 crop may be the most important one in our history.

Europe's larder now is virtually 
bare and the emergency committee 
for Europe has said that about 1A0> 
000,000 persons are Jiving on less 
than 2,000 calories a day—two-thirds 
what they need for health. 

Continental husbandmen—working 
feverishly despite acute shortages of 
seed, fertilizer, manpower and ma¬ 
chinery — have planted battle-fired 
land. 

Any widespread crop failure, such 
that caused by drouths that last year 
swept India, South Africa and the 
Balkans, likely would reduce millions 
to starvation. 

The plight of Asiatics is the worst.

Host Powerful 


CROP FAILURES IN EUROPE 
WOULD REDUCE MILLIONS OF 
PEOPLE TO STARVATION 


IMMIGRATION BELIEVED TO BE 


Atomic Plant 


ONE OF THE TOP PROBLEMS 
THAT WILL HAVE TO BE FACED 


OTTAWA. — The special senate; 
committee launched its investigation j 
into immigration, one of the top | 
problems which the government 
eventually will have to face. The 
recommendations this committee 
makes and the evidence it develops 
will be of keen interest in political 
circles. 

The wide difference of opinion j 
across the country as to how far 
Canada should go in making it easy 
for persons from other lands to settle 
in Canada is well recognized and once 
the shipping situ tion is relieved 
there will be strong pressure on the 
government, on the one hand, to en¬ 
courage immigrants, and on the 
other, to keep up the bars. 

The bars are high at present, the 
outcome of unemployment during de¬ 
pression. They remained high dur¬ 
ing the war years. Now thousands 
of letters are pouring into the im¬ 
migration branch from Canadians 
urging permission to bring relatives 
into the country. 

Senator T. A. Crerar (L., Mani¬ 
toba), a member of the committee, 
brings wide experience to the problem 
because for 10 years he was the mem¬ 
ber of the cabinet responsible for im¬ 
migration. 

A. L. Jolliffe, director of immi¬ 
gration, was asked to provide the 
committee with figures on the move¬ 


ment of Canadians into United 
States during the last 95 years, so 
it could get a complete picture. 

It has frequently been* argued that 
for every immigrant coming into 
Canada, a Canadian moved into 
United States and during the war 
years this was largely true, until the 
big movement of service men's de¬ 
pendents started. 

During the six war years 1939-40 
to 1944-45 Canada’s total immigra¬ 
tion was 68,287 and during that time 
Canadian emigration to • United 
States ran slightly under 10,000 a 
year, perhaps 55,000 altogether. 

Of the total coming into Canada 
during the six years, 25,199 came 
from the United States. 

The question of accepting new im¬ 
migrants has to wait until Cana¬ 
dians and dependents of Canadians 
have been brought back, so there is 
little hope of any Europeans, who are 
seeking to join relatives in Canada, 
being able to do so for many months.

TORONTO.—Dr. J. D. Cockcroft of 
Cambridge university told fellows of 
the Royal Society of Canada that 
Canada will have the most powerful 
atomic research instrument in the 
world this summer when a new high 
power heavy water pile is put into 
operation at the Chalk River atomic 
research plant. The instrument will 
facilitate production of radium sub¬ 
stitutes on a large scale. 

\ Cockcroft, engaged by the 
Canadian government at the Chalk 
River plant, said the high power 
pile will lead to many new types of 
physical experiments. “It will also 
be possible to produce on a large 
scale labelled and radioactive atoms 
for biological, medical and chemical 
research,” he said. “A small scale 
production of plutonium will be pos¬ 
sible and with this material it will 
be possible to build small compact 
piles and to study power generation.” 

“The most serious problem of 
atomic energy results from the possi¬ 
bility of fissile material being used 
for bombs,” he said. He referred 
to the Lillienthal report as being the 
best contribution so far to the prob¬ 
lem of control. 

At present a low power heavy 
water pile is in operation at the 
Chalk River plant which uses many 
tons of heavy water and uranium. 

A small-scale production of ilu- 
-onium will be feasible and with this 
material small compact piles may be 
built to study power generation, Dr. 
Cockcroft said of the Chalk River 
institute. The atomic pile would 
make possible production of sub¬ 
stitutes for radium, such as radie 
cobalt, on a large scale.

Man is probably the most adapt¬ 
able of animals. His astonishing I 
ability to adjust to his environment 
or bend to his needs enables him to) 
thrive in tropic heat or arctic cold. 
But he is not so successful in his 
control of the inner world of the 
emotions. 

A thought, a word, a gesture, can 
create a flurry of emotion that in¬ 
stantaneously involves unseen but 
complex bodily changes. Digestion 
may be arrested, pulse rate and blood 
pressure raised, the distribution and 
chemical constitution of the blood 
markedly altered, and the rate of 
combustion increased. In an instant 
a thriver has become a striven These 
reactions, of course, prepare man for 
fight or flight and are therefore 
physiologically sound; but if the emo¬ 
tion persists the bodily changes per¬ 
sist also, and in time may become 
irreversible. 

The most damaging emotion is 
anxiety. And, unfortunately, it is ex¬ 
actly the emotion most frequently 
aroused in our society, and the one 
most likely to persist. As man has 
been compelled to interact with more 
and more people on an emotionally 
competitive basis his chances to in¬ 
flict and receive emotional hurt have 
mounted. Industrial specialization 
and social stratification have meant 
that other human beings have be¬ 
come an increasingly important 
source of frustration and anxiety.
